GEN. BOTHA GIVES UP COMMAND. 


LONDON, Sept. 15, 4 a. m.—According to 


the Lourenzo Marquez correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, President Kruger is vir- 
tually a prisoner in the residence of the Dis- 
trict Governor of Portuguese East Africa. 
This is at the instance of the British Con- 
sul, who protested against Mr. Kruger using 


Portuguese territory as a base for directing 


his executive. 


The French Consul has been forbidden ac- 


cess to Mr. Kruger, as have also the latter's 
own officials. The District Governor has 
notified Herr Pott, the Netherlands Consul, 
that he (Pott), who had acted as the Boer 
consular agent at Lourenzo Marquez, can no 
longer be recognized as a representative of 
the Transvaal, which is now British territory. 

Acting President Schalkburger arrived 
here today (Friday) to confer with Mr. 
Kruger, but he was not permitted to see 


him, and he returned immediately to the 


Transvaal. 
LOURENZO MARQUEZ, Sept. 14.—Presi-

Lord Roberts reports to the War of- 
fice that he has issued the following procla- 
mation: 

“ MACHADODORP, Thursday, Sept. 13.— 
Kruger has fled to Lourenzo Marquez, and 
Botha has been obliged to give over the 
command of the Boer army temporarily to 
Viljoen; on account of ill-health. In conse- 
quence of this I have circulated a proclama- 
tion, as follows: 

“* The late President Kruger, with Reitz 
and the archives of the South African Repub- 
lic, has crossed the Portuguese frontier and 
arrived at Lourenzo Marquez, with the view 
of sailing for Europe at an early date. Kru- 
ger has formally resigned the position which 
he held as President of the South African Ra- 
public, thus severing his official connection 
with the Transvaal. 

Kruger's action shows how hopeless, i 
his opinion, is the war which has now.

RESTAURANTS AND THEATERS 
THREATEN TO CLOSE. 
Syndicates Controlling the Big Con- 

cessions Make Demands on Commis- 
sioner General Picard for Justice— 
Seven Thousan d People Involved— 
Most of the Companies Are Bank- 
rupt—Great Fair May Close in a Gen- 
eral Scandal of Bribery and Disgust.

PARIS, Sept. 14.—The syndicates control- 
ling the various attractions, sideshows, 
theaters, and restaurants threaten to close 
up next Tuesday completely if Commissioner 


General Picard does not in the meantime 
give them satisfaction, They demand a re- 


rent of their concessions, and declare that 
they will not hesitate to resort to desperate 
measures. Seven thousand people are 
affected. They claim that the exposition is 
the biggest steal in the history of the third 
republic. 

Most of the syndicates holding concessions 
at the exposition are bankrupt. They paid 
high prices for the privilege of presenting 
their attractions and went to heavy ex- 
penses in preparing to entertain the crowds. 


Attendance Is Disappointing. 

But the attendance at the exposition since 
its opening nearly six months ago has been 
so disappointing that the concessions lost 
money from the start. 

The restaurants have been among its 
heaviest losers. Many of them were fur- 
nished with lavish expenditure. Their wines 
alone represented a fortune. Their prices 
were necessarily high; But the patronage 
was too small. Most of them have gone into 
bankruptcy. All have lost money. 

The closing days of the exposition are 
likely to prove exciting enough to please the 
most exacting lover of sensationalism. The 
exposition officials are cordially hated. 
There are open charges of bribery. The dis- 


nounced that several physical conflicts have 
taken place. * 
Exposition Is Bankrupt. 

The exposition treasury is practically emp- 
ty. The expenditures are greater than the 
daily receipts and money for the fétes de- 
manded by the public is found with dif- 
culty. | 
Taken altogether, there is a sentiment of 
profound disgust over the exposition, and its 
ending may be most unglorious.

STEALS GOWN 


LOVE OF FINERY TEMPTS MARY 
MAU TOROB. ~ 


Takes Yellow Silk Dress and Jacket 

Belonging to Her Mistress, Mrs. J. 

C. Small of Evanston, to Wear to a 

Ball and Is Discharged Before Hav- 

ing an Opportunity to Return It 

‘Held on a Charge of Larceny and Is 
Now in Jail. 


For the use of a yellow silk gown Mary 
Mau, 16 years old, robbed her mistress, Mrs. 
J. C. Small, 1916 Maple avenue, Evanston, 
and is now held in the Evanston Police Sta- 
tion awaiting the response of her father, a 
farmer near Deerfield, III., to her appeal for 
help. She was held on a charge of larceny 
yesterday by Justice Boyer in bonds of $500. 
Her father had not come to her aid last 
night and she remained in the station. 

While employed by Mrs. Small the young 
girl had taken some of the fine gowns her 
mistress possessed to appear properly 
dressed at balls in South Evanston and Rog- 
ers Park. In frequent attendance at these 
dances she found herself not attired as she 
wished and as she saw other young girls 
dressed. In the thought that she could bor- 
row the gowns of her mistress and return 
them unnoticed she took the yellow silk 
dregs and a jacket.. She did not return 
from the dance until 7 o' clock in the morn- 
ing, and Mrs. Small discharged her. She 
was left without opportunity to return the 
stolen finery undetected, so she carried it 
with her when she went to live with a 
friend, in the home of Dr. J. H. Andrews, 
1310 Church street. 

Soon after the departure of the servant 
Mrs. Small noted the disappearance of the 
yellow silk dress and the jacket, which were 
valued at $75. Suspecting the young girl, 
who had just been discharged, she sought 
her out and told her if the garments were 
returned there would be no complaint made 
to the police. The girl protested her in- 
nocence and begged that the police be not 
notified of the disappearance. 

A report of the loss followed the girl's 
protestations of innocence and a police 
search revealed the garments in her pos- 
session. The yellow silk dress had suffered 
from use at the dance and Was ruined. 

The girl was arrested. At the station she 
acknowledged between sobs that she had 
taken the dress. 

“I didn’t think what it meant,” she said. 
“Tt was only for that night and I theught I 
could put it back“ 

Justice Boyer stated that he would have 
to hold her to the grand jury and asked if 
she could furnish the bond of 3500. She said 
that she had a father near Deerfield and 
Word was sent to him telling him that his 
daughter was being held on a charge of lar- 
ceny. 


KILLS EIGHT AND THEN HIMSELF 


Italian Returns to Old Home from New 
York and Runs Amuck Before 
Taking His Own Life. 


CASERTA, Italy, Sept. 14.—Caetano Longo, 
on returning from the United States to Pas- 
tona, a small town in this district, killed his 
wife in a fit of jealousy and then two men 
whom hé believed to have been too friendly 
to her.

LABOR au WITH MAYOR, 


Building Trades Council Condemns His 
Activity in Supplying Protection for 
Non-Union Men—Delegates Call Him 
an Ingrate After Hearing Report of 
Committee Appointed te Make Pro- 
test—His Honor Declares Order Will 
Be Maintained. |

Mayor Harrison was denounced at last 
night’s meeting of the Building Trades coun- 
cil as an ingrate for his alleged unfriendli- 
ness to the men who consider themselves 
largely responsible for his election to his 
present position. | 

The matter came up through the report 
submitted by the committee which was in- 
structed at the meeting a week ago last 
night to wait on the Mayor and protest 
| against the activity of the Police department 
in guarding buildings where non-union labor 
has been employed and its alleged unfair and 
illegal course toward union labor during the 
troubles attending the present lockout. 

The committee reported it had waited on 
the Mayor as instructed, and had been in- 
formed by him that he proposed to follow 
his present plan at all hazards. He said, 
however, he would send a communication to 
the Building Trades council in which he 
would enter more fully into a discussion of 
the questions brought up by the council and 
the committee. | 


Denounce the Mayor. 

The declaration of the Mayor that he pro- 
posed to see that order was maintained was 
taken by some of the delegates to the council 
as a practical defiance of the council and all 
organized labor. He was bitterly denounced 


tor the return he made for the loyal support 


given him by organized labor during his two 
campaigns for the Mayoralty. It was de- 
clared that the Police department had been 
run solely in the interests of the Building 
Contractors’ council and their non-union em- 
ployés during the entire lockout; that there 
was no trouble the police would not take in 
order to enable the non-union men to enjoy 
in comfort the jobs they had taken from 
union men, and that the latter had been 
uniformly treated as if they were hood- 
lums and in no way entitled to the rights 
which supposedly belonged to every citizen 


of Chicago. | | 
Chief Kipley, it was declared, had simply 


been carrying out the orders of the Mayor, 


and that from his hands came the burden 


which had borne so heavily on union labor 


during the entire lockout. 


Few. Defend Harrison. |

The Mayor had some defenders who de- 


clared he had been keeping strictly within 
the line of his sworn duties in suppressing 
any outbreaks of violence; that he always 
had shown himself in reality to be a friend 
of organized labor; and that 4 mistake had 
been made in appointing a committee for 
the purposé Thdicated. Among these advo- 
cates were men holding jobs under the city, 
but the sentiment of the Council as a whole 
was clearly hostile to the Mayor. 

The report of the committee was received 
and filed pending further developments in 
the matter. |

obtained last night, as he was out of the city. 


Employers Contradict Steamfitters. 

Members of the Steamfitters’ union are re- 
joicing over having secured he signature of 
the firm of Conlan & Co. to their agreement. 
It is said this firm will at once employ thirty 
men and within a few days will enlarge this 
force. The master steamfitters claim there 
is no foundation for the assertions made by 
the journeymen. They declare the Conian 
firm is a comparatively small concern, em- 
ploying only a fe® men, not to exceed seven. 
They also declare that only six members of 
the association have signed the agreement 
of the union instead of twenty-seven; that 
these are all small firms; and that those 
firms now standing out against the demands 
of the union comprise more than 90 per cent 
of the employing capacity of the city in this 
branch of work. They say the other firms 
making up the twenty-seven signatures are 


not members of the association and cut but 


a small figure in that branch of the work in 
the city. | 
Assault Non-Union Man. 

George Gabriel, a non-union workingman, 
was followed from his place of employment, 
Blue Island avenue and Maxwell street, on 
Thursday evening to Ashland avenue and 
Twenty-sixth street by five or six persons 
said to be union men.

opp INCIDENTS OF FLOOD. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Galveston, Tex., Sept. 14.—[{Special.]—It is 
estimated that 300 bodies were cremated to- 
day. Many of the negroes who handle the 
bodies — from fright and nausea. . White 
volunteerg took. their places and the work 
went on. The volunteers bandaged their 
mouths and noses with cotton cloths sat- 
urated with disinfectants and were relieved. 
by other volunteers every hour. 

Fires could not be started every place 
where bodies were found. The usual plan 
was to collect all bodies within two blocks 
in one spot and then build the funeral pyre. 
On the remains of many women were valua- 
ble rings and jewelry, but the men did not 
attempt to remove the 
burned with the owners. 

Officers Mass and Woodward reported that 
their two gangs burned 100 bodies, the ma- 
jority women and children. The percentage 
of deaths among children is frightful. 
Sheriff Thomas and his negroes burned forty 
bodies on the beach near Tremont street. 

Catholic priests who have been volunteer- 
ing and in charge of gangs report 120 bodies 
burned, The sanitary experts now on the 
ground are pushing the work of burning the 
dead. No other disposition is considered. 
People who have lost relatives and friends 
make no objection and have begun to look 
on the plan with favor. It is believed to- 
night that three-fourths of the dead have 
been obliterated.~ 

Disinfectants are used as never before in 
the world. The smell of the charnel house 
has been driven away and the whole city 
is filled with the fumes of carbolic acid and 
lime in solution. 


Will Impress Men When Needed. 
This is general order No. 9, issued by Brig- 
adier General omas Scurry, commanding 
the city forces: 

Guards, foreman of gangs, and working 
parties or others acting under the authori- 
ties of this department will use - diligence 
toward preventing any hardships on private 
individuals or impressing men for service, 
The conditions, however, are so critical, and 
it is so necéssary that sanitary precautions 
be taken to preserve the lives and health of 
the people of this stricken city, that individ- 


‘ual interests must give way to the general 


good of all. If it is found feasible to secure 
volunteers, general impressment will be 
avoided, but, the medical fraternity being a 
unit in the opinion that further delay or 
procrastination will bring pestilence to fin- 
ish the dire work of the hurricane, the in- 
terests of no individual, firm, or corporation 
will for one instant be spared to secure vol- 
unteers for work, but, failing this, every 
able-bodied man is to be put to work to clear 
the wreckage, burn the hundreds of bodies 
under it, and save, if possible, the lives of 
those who yet remain. I trust this posi- 
tion may be thoroughly appreciated and 
understood, so that all people will govern 
themselves accordingly.” 


Boy Floats Miles on Trunk. 


Some of them will not be received with full 
credit by readers. In the infirmary at Hous- 
ton is a boy whose name is Rutter. He was 
found on Monday morning lying behind a 
trunk on the land near the town of Hitch- 
cock, which is twenty miles to the north- 
ward of Gulveston. The boy is only 12 years 
old. His story is that his father, mother, 
and two children remained in the house. 
There was a crash. The house went to pieces, 
The boy says he caught hold of a trunk 


} when he found himself in the water and 


floated off withit. Hé thinks the others were 
drowned. He has no idea of where it took 
him, but when daylight came he was across 
the bay and out upon the still partially sub- 
merged mainland. 
Escape in Bathing Suits. 

The wife of Manager Bergman of the 
Houston Opera-House saw more of the 
storm than fell to the lot of most women 
who live to tell of it. She had been spending 
the heated term at a Rosenberg avenue cot- 
tage only a short distance from the beach. 
On Saturday morning the water had risen 
there three feet. Putting on a bathing suit, 
Mrs. Bergman went to the Olympia to talk 
over the long distance telephone with her 
husband in Houston. This was about 10 a. 
m. At the Olympia she had to wade waist 
deep in the water. At 2 o'clock Mrs. Berg- 
man became alarmed, and with her sister 
she left the summer cottage and started to- 
ward the more thickly settled part of the 
city. Neighbors laughed at the fear of the 
women. Out of a family of fifteen in the 
next house only three were saved, 

Mrs. Bergman and her sister waded and 
Swam alternately several blocks until, they 
reached the higher streets. Then they hired 
a negro with a dray and told him to take 
them to the telephone exchange. Within two 
blocks from where the start was made in 
this way the mule got into deep, water and 
was drowned. The women reached ‘the 
telephone building, but when the firemen 
| began to bring in the dead bodies they left 
and went to Balton’s livery ‘stable. This 
was only 600 yards away, but Mrs, Bergman 
says it was the hardest part of the trip, with 
the air full of flying bits of glass, slate, and 
wood. In the stable they remained until 
morning. | 

When the sun had risen the water had so 
far receded that they went out to the site 
of their cottage. A hitching post was all 
that sefved to locate the place. No houses 
were left standing for many blocks around. 
A dead baby lay in the yard. The two women 
returned down-town. Passing a store with 
plate giass windows and doors blown out, 
they went in and helped themselves to the 
black cloth from which they made the gowns 
they still wore when they reached Houston 
three days later. During the storm they 
wore their bathing suits. 

Strange Incidents of the Flood. 

Many tnstances of devotion of husband to 
wife, of wife to husband, of child to parent 

and parent to child can be mentioned. One 
poor woman with her child and her}father 
Was cast out imo the raging waters. They 
were separated. Both were in drift and both 
believed they went out in the gulf and re- 
turned. The mother was finally cast upon 
the drift and there she was pounded by the 
waves and débris until she was pulled into 
a house against which the drift had lodged, 
and during all that frightful ride she held to 
her eight months’ old boy and when she was 
on the drift pile she lay upon the infant and 
covered it with her body that it might escape 
the blows of the planks. She came out of the 
ordeal cut and niaimed, but the infant had 
not a scratch.

Austin, Tex., Sept. 14.—From early morn- 
ing until far into the afternoon Governor 
Sayers today was in conference with relief 


“eommittees from various points along the

These men consulted at length with the Gov- 
ernor, going into all the details of the relief 
work being done at Galveston, the prospects 


tor the future, and what the immediate pres- 


ent demanded. 

As a result of this conference it was decided 

that the State Adjutant General, General 
Scurry, should be left in command of the 
city, which is still to be considered under 
military rule, and that he was to have the 
exclusive control not only of the patrolling 
of the city, but of the sanitary forces engaged | 
in cleaning the city. ; 
It was decided also that instead of looking 
to the laboring people of Galveston for work 
in this emergency an importation of out- 
stde laborers to the number of 2,000 should 
be made to conduct the sanitary work while 
the people of Galveston were given an op- 
portunity of looking after their own losses 
and rebuilding without 
ving any time to the city at large. 
* = believed that with the work of these 
2,000 outside laborers it will require about 
four weeks to clean the city of débris, and 
in the meantime the citizene can be working 
on their own and repairing damage 
there. 

Cash contributions sent to the Governor 
will be turned over to Chairman Sealey of 
the local committee at Galveston in such 
quantities as are required from time to time.

BRITISH STEAMERS MAY HELP. 


Government Gives Permission for Ves- 


sels to Carry Refugees from Gal- 
veston to New Orleans. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 14.—The follow- 
ing telegram was referred to General 
Spaulding today by President McKinley: 

‘* Galveston, Tex., Sept. 12, 1900.—To Pres- 
ident of the United States: In consequence 
of calamity and fear of sickness numerous 
people wish to leave the city. All our rail 
communication is cut off. The revenue cut- 
ter of this district is disabled and no Amer- 
ican steamer immediately available. We 
therefore respectfully request you to in- 
struct the proper authorities to allow British 
steamers Caledonia and Whitehall and any 
other foreign vessels now here, but compelled 
to proceed to New Orleans for cargo, to carry 
passengers from Galveston to New Orleans.

CONTRIBUTIONS BY CHILDREN OF 
‘TEXAS TOWN IN 1871. 


Suggestion for Schools in Chicago Re- 
ealls Action Taken in the Gulf City. 
After the Great Fire Here—Postofiice 
Inspector Mayer Tells of Taking 
Part in the Relief Work—President 
Harris Approves Idea Advanced by 
Miss Ethel Donelson. 


Following Miss Ethel Donelson’s sugges- 
tion in a letter to Tue Tarigun® that school 
children collect money for the Galvestog re- 
lief fund, Postoffice Inspector Walter 8. 
Mayer Writes approving her plan, and saying 
it is just what was done in Galveston for 
Chicago after the great fire. Mr. Mayer says 
that as a schoolboy in Galveston he took 
part in the work. | 

President Graham Harris of the School 
board heartily approves the idea. . 

Inspector Mayer’s letter is as follows: 

“Chicago, Sept. -14.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }—Miss Ethel Donelson's suggestion 
in your issue of today for a collection by the 
schodl children of Chicago for the Galveston 
sufferers recalls a bit of ancient history that 
it may be well to publish now. 

“I was reared in Galveston; lived there 
from my infancy until appointed to the gov- 
ernment service nineteen years ago, and my 
mother and brother still live there. 

“When Chicago had its great fire in 1871 
the people of Galveston sent a generous sub- 
scription, and with it was one made up by 
the boys of the school I attended. Our teach- 
er, E. B. Crawford, gave us a holiday for the 
purpose, and the fifty-odd boys organized 
themselves into a number of soliciting com- 
mittees. I was on the committee with 
Charles Fowler, now one of Galveston's lead- 
ing business-men, and we two succeeded in 
collecting $8. In all, for our day's work we 
got together $200, which was turned into 
the general fund raised by the Citizens’ com- 


mittee. | | 

In the twenty-nine years that have fol- 
lowed since then Chicago has pulled itself 
out of the ashes and risen to a high place 
among the world cities. Many forces have 
been brought to bear to accomplish this great 
end, but possibly the most potent one was 
the helping hand of the neighbor when help 
was needed. Among those who helped with 
their little mite may the school children of 
Galveston now be remembered. 

“I most heartily second Miss Donelson's 
suggestion that the school children of Chi- 
cago be given an opportunity to aid their 
little brothers and sisters in Galveston, many 
of om are naked and orphaned by the 
terrible disaster that has come to them.

I see no reason why the school children of 
Chicago should not contribute to a fund for 
the relief of the Galveston sufferers,“ said 
President Graham H. Harris of the Board of 
Education last evening. It is difficult to 
determine when it is right to call upon the 
school children to take part in a public con- 
tribution, but the Galveston catastrophe is 
such an extraordinary calamity and so 
dreadful in its results that I would be in- 
clined to take steps to give the children an 
opportunity to add their mite, so long as the 
plan adopted does not interfere with their 
studies. | 

As a general proposition, I think that it is 
the right thing to do, especially in view of the 
fact that the Galveston children responded 
gladly when Chicago was in trouble. It 
would indeed be almost an ingratitude to re-

She said the 
society had ample supplies now en route to 
Galveston and that by the time she reached 
there she expected the Work would be vastly 
simplified by improved facilities. 


OF RELATIVES LOST. 


E. H. Pellenz, Key Clerk at Auditorium, 
Has News from Galveston—George 


Seeligson, Realty Owner, Here. 


E. H. Pellenz, key clerk at the Auditorium 
Annex, received a telegram from Galveston 
late yesterday afternoon stating that his 
aunt and grandmother in all probability were 
among those who lost their lives during the 
storm. His aunt's name was Mrs. F. W. 
Pellenz and his grandmother’s Mrs. Polotz. 
A sad feature of the case was the fact they 
had contemplated coming to Chicago last 
week, but Mr. Pellenz had written them to 
postpone their visit a short time; as the 
weather would be cooler. 

George Seeligson, one of the heaviest losers 


in the disaster, together with his wife and 


son and daughter, is at the Windermere Ho- 
tel. Mr. Seeligson left Galveston with his 
family July 14 for northern Michigan. They 
had just started home when the news of the 
destruction reached them. Mr. Seeligson is 
one of the oldest inhabitants of the stricken 
city, having been born there in 1830. His 
property comprises many of the most valua- 
ble business blocks in the city. As yet he 
has heard nothing definite of friends except 
from his nearest relatives, who escaped with- 
out injury. He says the people who have 
been reported dead with few exceptions are 
from the poorer classes.

Chicago Wholesalers Declare 
a Liberal Policy Towards 
Texas Merchants. 


DROP ORDINARY RULES.

The retail merchants of Galveston whose 
business and fortunes have been swept 
away will not be forgotten in their hour of 
need by the wholesale houses of Chicago 
any more than have the immediate necessi- 
tles of the stricken city by Chicagoans in 
general. The contributions reported reached 
$61,008 yesterday, and wholesalers announce 
stocks of goods will be shipped promptly and 
willingly, any time and terms being accord- 
ed to the business of the gulf city. Thereg- 
ular way of determining credits will be ig- 
nored, as will be the credit man also. His 
cold judgment will not be asked for, but in- 
stead sympathy and compassion for the un- 
fortunate position of the merchants of the 
stricken city will determine largely the 


they would take. 

In doing this the houses of Chicago have 
the precedent established by the outside 
world in its treatment of them in the days 
following the great Chicago fire. Chicago 
men say they will do as they were done by, 
and the Gajveston merchant has but to ask 
for the help he needs. Many Chicago houses 
already have written their Galveston custom- 
ers advising them that they can have credit, 
time, and terms to sult themselves. This 
favor will be given, they announce, to any 
business-men who have lost all but names 
and prestige, whether they have been cus- 
tomers or not. 

Firms that never had had any business 
with Galveston or Texas firms stated that 
they stood ready to ship goods on the same 
terms. No business-man in the 
district, they said, whose misfortunes were 
due to the recent catastrophe could come to 
Chicago for supplies and go away without 
them even if he had not a dollar’s worth of 
assets in the world, as long as he could show 
a former good businenss standing and re- 


pute. 


Usual Business Standards Ignored. 


We will take any and all risks,“ said one 
after another of the representatives of Chi- 
. cago wholesale houses. In the present 
emergency credits cannot be measured by 
the regular business standards. Humanity 
must dictate the terms on which the mer- 
chants of Galveston who have bought from 
us, or who may want to buy from us, are 
to have goods and supplies.“ 

Firm after firm of the wholesale district, 
whether or not they now have trade in the 
afflicted territory, made the same statement 
in substance, and of half a hundred of the 
more prominent houses visited not one failed 
to agree it was the proper spirit for the 
Chicago business-man to exhibit. 

“We already have written to-200 former 
customers whe are scattered along the coast, 
asking them how they came out of the dis- 
aster and offering them any terms of set- 
tlement their losses may warrant,” said the 
credit man of one of the largest houses in 
the West. “ We will view the facts in their 
cases not from a business but from a sym- 
pathetic standpoint.”’ 

“We are making our former customers 
time, terms, and credits of their own ask- 
ing,” said the Vice President of a great 
wholesale dry goods house. We will make 
the same terms to new customers who have 
been good business-men.“ 

We have advised former customers that 
their orders will be filled promptly for com- 
plete stocks,“ said the manager ot a music 
and musical instrument house. We have 
told them to make their own time and terms. 
We charge no interest.“ 

We are looking at the men of Galveston 
and not at their present assets,“ sald the 
managing partner of a wholesale clothing 
house having a large Texas trade. 

We have sent word to fifty of our cus-. 
tomers in Galveston to draw on us for new 
stocks without asking them if they have 
saved a penny from the catastrophe,” said 
the President of one of the largest cigar and 
tobacco concerns in the city. 

The conditions are so distressing as to 
shame a Chicagoan asking what any Gal- 
veston business-man has today,” said the 
manager of a grocery house. We have 
never reached into Texas after trade, but 
shall do so immediately. Any business-man 
wanting our goods can have them on his 
own terms.“ 

Our customers in Galveston can send in 
their orders for new stocks and have them 
filled as quickly as if they forwarded double 
prices,“ said a furnishing goods wholesaler. 
“We are not asking them what their as- 
sets are.“

Duquuoin, II., 12 14.—[Spectal.J—The fea-

The son of the war Governor was 
ven a warm welcome by the old fighters.

tic meeting in this city. 

Judge Yates left at 8:40 o'clock 
last night and this morning found him at 
Carbondale. This is about the fourth trip 
made between Egypt and Chicago since the 
campaign ned. Nor is it the last of 
these long journeys by any means, for on 
Monday next thé State committee will send 
Judge Yates into Egypt again, this time 
by way of Marshall, Clark County.

The camp is in a beautiful grove and the 
old soldiers with their families occupy over 
800 tents during the reunion.

The reunions are not only 
of army friends but of families as well, and 
are a great feature in southern Illinols. 

er of Mount Vernon was mas- 
ter of ceremonies, and an immense crowd 
was present. There were a great many 
attractions on the grounds in the way of 
booths, sideshows, and all that sort of thing, 
but one individual had a treat quite com- 
mon in the South, but seldom seen here. He 
had an ox roast just like the barbecue and 
was selling the hot meat in large or small 
portions, according to the fancies and wishes 
of the individual customers, . 

This reunion brought together leading 
men from all parts of Egypt. The counties 
down this way always have been the scene 
of heated battles among the Republicans. 
and those of this spring were no exception 
to the general rule. But the-effects of them 
seem to have died away, and ft was noticed 
today that George W. Smith and Judge 
Robarts, who fought each other bitterly for 
the Congressional nomination, came together 
to pay their respects to Judge Yates. The 
friends of Governor Tanner and the friends 
of Congressman Reeves vied with the orig- 
inal Yates men in their demonstrations of 
loyalty to the Republican nominee. 

All evidence of bitterness and strife ap- 
pears to have passed away, and the counties 
in this part of Egypt will give a good account 
of themselves on election day. 

Captain John Oglesby, who accompanies 
Judge Yates on his campaign, today was 
introduced tq the old soldiers out at the 
camping grounds by General Martin, and 
was received with tumultuous applause.

His father would walk the floor and his 
mother would tell him There has been an- 
other big battle fought, your father has 
just received a telegram.”’ 

By easy stages Judge Yates led up to the 
achievements of the American army and of 
the wonderful progress and advancement 
the United States has made and will con- 
tinue to make. He said the progress of the 
country was in the line of freedom from 
oppression, and that this was the only na- 
tion on earth which furnished the beacon 
light of freedom to all the other nations of 
the world. Then he spoke of the great union 
Generals, and when he reached the name of 
Logan the vast audience cheered him to 
the echo. Carbondale was John A. Logan's 
home for many years, and from here he 
went to the war. General Logan’s only sur- 
viving brother stood near the stand. 

In conclusion Judge Yates turned to the 
old soldiers and asked them in the name of 
the younger element in the party to give 
them their advice and counseland help. He 
said the young men of the present day were 
besieged by all sorts of temptations and 
trouble, and he begged and implored the old 
men to give them their advise and counsel. 

Late in the afternoon the whole party 
came to the night meeting at Duquoin. 

The meeting at Duquoin was one of the 
greatest ever known in Perry County. It 
was particularly gratifying because of the 
short public notice given regarding it. Dele- 

tions with bands came from Tamaroa, 

nekneyville, and adjoining towns. The 
demonstration was held in the public park, 
which was filled with people. Judge Yates 
devoted his time to State affairs, telling.

Senator Knute Nelson of who 
continues with the Governor's party, spoke 
at the above-named places, explaining to the 
settlers on the reservations how the bill was 
passed. Senator Pettigrew in his campaign 
literature and speeches represents that it 
was due to his efforts alone that the bill was 
passed by the Senate. He even appropriates 
the credit of the bill's origin, holding that he 
stood in the position of coach to Senator 
Nelson. This bill saved to each homesteader 
in this section $400, and in the Yankton res- 
ervation $650 on a quarter section of land.

Rain and Hail All Day. 

The run from Milbank to Sisseton was 
made through a storm of wind, rain, and 
hail which swept the prairie from the North- 
west. When the train arrived at Sisseton 
the rain was still falling heavily. A great 
crowd of people, probably 2,000, had gath- 
ered to hear the Governor speak. Prepara- 
tions had been under way for two weeks 
to give him the best reception in South Da- 
kota, and the farmers came in from ten to 
twenty-five miles. 

In the gathering were 500 Indians, and the 
Indians of South Dakota vote, under an 
amendment of the State constitution. The 
Governor shook hands with many of them, 
and gave them souvenir buttons. The town 
hall, accommodating about 600 people, was 
selected for the meeting, and Governor 
Roosevelt drove to it in open carriage, 
under an umbrella, in the pelting rain. 

The train was run to Ortonville, a village 
just across the Minnesota line, on the route 
to Fargo. At this place 4 stand covered 
loosely with boards had been built beside 
the railroad, and upon it the Governor and 
party took their places.

EARL LI STARTS FOR PEKIN. 


Viceroy Talks at Length Over 
Events at China—Laugh at Min- 
ister Conger’s Expense. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 14.—Li Hung Chang 
started for Pekin, today with a retinue of 
125 persons. On Wednesday Earl Li in an 
interview said he had full authority from 
the Dowagér Empress and Emperor to 
negotiate a settlement with the powers, ex- 
plaining that there were no other commis- 
sioners for China. 

During the audience the correspondent was 
the interviewed rather than the interview- 
er. Earl Li asked many questions about 
the fighting at Tien Tsin, the relief of 
Pekin, the number of troops of each power 
in China, their disposition and fighting 
qualities, how the foreigners regarded the 
fighting qualities of the Chinese, how Pekin 
was defended, and what bodies of Chinese 
fought best. 


Laugh at Con, er's Expense. | 

Earl Li expressed regret at the privations 
of the women and children in Pekin, and 
asked if Ministers Conger and MacDonald 
appeared to have suffered much. When told 
that Mr. Conger had lost seventy pounds he 
laughed merrily, and remayked that this was

Li Hung Chang also inquired whether the 
correspondent had seen much abuse of the 
Chinese or any killing of women and chil- 
dren, and when told that the abuses were 
practically confined to the Russians he 
said this was “doubtless due to lack of 
discipline.“

STORM HURTS FRADE 


SOUTH’S TOTAL FOR WEEK cor 
BY DISASTER IN TEXAS: 
* 
Coal Strike Another Depressing Factor 
in the Business World—Dun’s Re- 
view Declares Outlook in Most Lines 
Encouraging and Distribution Sat- 
isfactory—Cotton Breaks Record 
Public Remains Out of Stock Mar- 
ket—Ironm and Steel Mills Busy, 


New York, Sept. 14—R. G. Dun & Cos 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
“The tropical storm that devastated the 
gulf coast, almost wiping out the City of 
Galveston and doing damage in other parts 
of the country, caused reduction in the vol- 
ume of business at the South, and railroads 
in the gulf region have probably not shown 
their maximum losses of earnings as yet, but 
even after such a catastrophe a recuperative 
power is shown. An added cause of hesita- 
tion in business is the order for a strike of 
anthracite coal miners. Otherwise the work- 
ing force has increased this week, for opera- 
tions are resuming at steel mille, and the 
Michigan-Peninsular car plant and the Deer- 
ing harvester works have started up after 
seven weeks’ idleness, with 3,000 hands each. 
From many quarters of the Westt and 
Southeast a better distribution of mer- 
chandise is reported in jobbing and retail 
circles. The weather has continued favora- 
ble for the maturing corn crop, with cutting 
progressing and the crop generally beyond 
danger, but damage to cotton by the storm 
is still an unknown quantity. Prices of sta- 
le commodities are higher for the week, 
isted by the sharp rise in cotton, but in 
manufactured produots there is little change, 
though steady increases of at the 
current level is satisfactory. 


Cotton Prices Break Records. 


“Cotton closed last week at the highest 
price in ten years, and a large short in- 
terest was awaiting reaction. Instead, there 
came news of the disaster in. Texas and sen- 
sational reports that 1,000,000 bales had been 
destroyed. At the New York Exchange 
trading was far in excess of all previous 
records, and prices rose by bounds. Subse- 
quently there were less exaggerated reports 
from the South, but the market failed to re- 
spond and middling uplands advanced 11 
cents. The rise in the raw material caused 
sharp advances in cotton goods. In one 
week standard brown sheetings rose from 
5.67 to 6 cents, wide bleached sheetings from 
20 to 21 cents, standard brown drills from 
5.67 to 5.87, and staple ginghams from 5 to 
5.50 cents. Buyers who have been delaying 
for weeks are anxious to secure liberal sup- 
plies, both Instant and distant. 

„Stocks in first hands were cleaned up 
and sellers generally withdrew from the 
market.

“ Bearish pressure of a manipulative kind 
continued to be seen in a few stocks, par- 
ticularly Brooklyn Rapid Transit and Peo- 
ple’s Gas, but the selling of stocks was un- 
important, and, so far as the general rail- 
road list was concerned, represented mainly 
liquidation by tired out speculative holders. 
In one department of the list, indeed, there

the anthracite coal stocks declining some- 
what on the increasing prospects of a miners’ 
strike. Even in this group, however, there 
was some support shown at the concessions, 
though the announcement that the strike 
would in all probability begin next week 
tended to create more or less bearish talk 
and feeling in regard to the general list. 

In this connection the bearings of trouble 
with labor in such a great industry as an- 
thracite coal on the political outlook has not 
been lost sight of by the street. London

The deal for the purchase of the control 
ot the G. H. Hammond company of America 
from the Hammond company of England 
bas been completed: J. P. Lyman, the lead- 
ing member of the syndicate which negoti- 
ated the purchase, has been elected President 
ot the G. H. Hammond company (the Amer- 
ican company) and also the Hammond Pack- 
ing company, an Illinois corporation, whose 
control changes, too. Mr. Lyman has been 
general manager of both companies for nine 


years. Frank E. Vogel, formerly a partner 


in the firm of Nelson Morris & Co., has been 
elected Vice President of both companies, 
having invested heavily in the syndicate 
which bought the English holdings. 


Negotiations Long Pending. 

The proposition of the American syndicate 
was accepted by the English company’s 
stockholders last December. Since then the 
details of the plan have been worked out. At 
that time all of the stock of the American 
corporation was owned by the English G. H.

Young Barbour had been spending the 
summer at Goodground as the guest of his 
brother-in-law, the Rev. Mr. Southgate, son 
of the late Bishop Southgate. It is known 
that he was madly infatuated with a young 
woman of that town, and that his father 
in consequence summoned him home. That 
was a week ago. When news of the young 
man's death reached his father tonight at 
the rectory, 65 East Eighty-ninth street, 
the venerable man staggered under the 
shock. The mother fell, fainting into the 
trembling arms of the husband, who fought 
down his grief and tried to comfort her. 

“We have been expecting this,“ were his 
first words to the detective who had brought 
the sad news. Poor boy, he has been out 
of employment and d ndent for weeks. 
Then fortune willed it that he should meet 
that girl at Goodground.’’ 

No harsh word fell from the father’s 
trembling lips; no hint at the wild life of 
the dead son.

Cotton exportations and movements are 
measured usually by what is termed the 
“cotton year,” which ends with the month 
of August. The Bureau of Statistics has just 
received the record of August exportations 
and is thus able to make up the figures for 
the cotton year and compare them with 
those of the preceding year. These reports, 
which are of a preliminary nature, include 
about 08 per cent of the- total exports of 
cotton, and as the comparison of the pres- 
ent year is made with the similar reports 
of preceding years the relative showing for 
the various years is a fair one. 

A study of the exportation of cotton sup- 
plied by these figures shows that the ex- 
ports of raw cotton during the cotton year 
ending with August, 1900, are greater in 
value than in any preceding cotton year 
since 1892, and the average price per pound 
greater than on any occasion since 1808, ex- 
cept in the year 1896..

DES MOINES SHOWS FAIR GAIN. 


Iowa’s Capital Adds Almost a Quarter 
to Its Population—Bay View, 
Mich., Decreases. ~

Washington, D. C., Sept. 14.—[Special.]— 
Des Moines, Ia., showed a fair increase in 
its population during the last decade, but it 
is far below that of the preceding ten years. 
Des Moines now has a population of 62,139, 
a gain of 12,046, or 24.05 per cent over 1890, 
when the population was 50,003. 

In 1890 the population was 50,093, a gain 
of 27,685, or 123.55 per cent; in 1880, 22,408, 
an increase of 10,373, or 86.19 per cent; in 
1870, 12,085, a gain of 8,070, or 203.53 per 
cent; in 1860, 3,065, a gain of 3,468, or 689.84 
per cent over 1850, when the population was 
but 502. The growth of Des Moines hasbeen 
rather rapid and jts relative position, as 
compared with the other cities, is good. In 
1850 it was the ninety-eighth city in size, 
and ten years later it dropped eight points, 
but since that time it has continued to gain, 
and in 1890 was the fifty-eighth city. 

Topeka, Kas., made a poor showing in 
point of gain in population during the last 
ten years. It is now 33,608, an increase of 
but 2,601, or 8.39 per cent over 1890, when it 
was 31,007. 

During the last ten years Topeka showed 
less growth than during any similar period 
in its history. In 1890 the population was 
31.007, an increase of 15,555, or 100.67. per 
cent; in 1880, 15,452, a gain of 9,662, or 166.87 
per cent; in 1870, 5,790, an increase of 5,081, 
or 662.85 per cent over 1860, when the popula- 
tion was 759. In 1860 Topeka was the one 
hundredth and fifteenth city in size, but in 
1890 it was the ninety-eighth. 

Bay City, Mich., is the fifth city to show 
a decrease in its population during the last 
ten years. In 1890 the population was 27,839, 
as against 27,628 in 1900, being a decrease of 
211, or .76 per cent. 

The population of Erie, Pa., as officially 
announced today, is for 1900, 52,783; for 1800, 
40,634, representing an increase in population 
of 12.090, or 29.78 per cent. The population 
in 1880 was 27,737, showing an increase of 
12,897, or 46.50 per cent, from 1880 to 1890. 

Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 14.—[Special.]—The 
report of the Census bureau is unsatisfac- 
tory to the people of Des Moines. So far in- 
correct are the returns b2si'eved to be that 
it is probable the Commercial Exchange will 
take the matter up, organize a census bu- 
reau, and again canvass the city.

SNOW IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


Storm Headed Toward Chicago and Ex-

Testimony in Justice Underwood's court 
yesterday afternoon in the case of George 
Dieterich, charged by Addison R. Warner 
with forging the name of F. R. Warner, a 
commission merchant on the Board of Trade, 
to a check for $4,000, indicated the steps by 
which the prosecution claims Dieterich ac- 
complished a clever fraud. 2 

According to the statements made by 
Moritz Rosenthal, for the prosecution, in 
presenting his case, Dieterich, Who was em- 
ployed as bookkeeper by R. P. Fish, was 
short in his accounts nearly $4,000. It is 
claimed that Dieterich, who had access to 
the office of F. R. Warner, abstracted a 
blank check from Warner's book, and, mak- 
ing out a check for $4,000, deposited it at 
the Corn Exchange Bank to the credit of 
his employer. 

The check went to the Continental Na- 
tional Bank, where it was charged to the 
account of F. R. Warner. The prosecution 
introduced evidence to show that Dieterich 
called at the Continental Bank and secured 
the canceled check and Mr. Warner’s bank 
statement, and, after destroying the check, 
made alterations in the statement to cover 
up the charge. The loss was not discovered 
until Mr. Warner received notice that his 
account was overdrawn. Last Saturday 
Dieterich broke down, it is stated, and con- 
fessed to Mr. Warner, Mr. Fish, and Attor- 
ney Rosenthal. He was then arrested. The 
case has been continued till Tuesday.

For some reason 
the Viceroys have taken alarm at Germany’s 
new and unexpected attitude, and have been 
busily engaged in manning forts and dealing 
out supplies of ammunition.

An accurate account cunt of the death of F. 
Scott Morrison, whose family lives at 712

the gift, which, when he offered it to the 

nation some years ago, was rudely de- 
clined. Moreover it is doubtful whether Leo- 
pold is any longer anxious to give away the 

Congo Free State. The latter, thanks tothe 

rubber trade monopoly, which in defiance 

of the terms of the Congo constitution has 
been gradually acquired by Leopold, partly 
in his official role as sovereign of the Free 

State and partly in his private capacity as 

owner of the led domain privee 


| (described in these letters the other day), 


is now proving a paying concern, and is at 
length yielding an income of many million 
francs to his Majesty. 1 
Now Leopold, wrecked the greater porti 

of his own large fortune as well as that 
of his only sister, the crazy Empress Car- 
lotta of Mexico, which he held in trust, in 
endeavoring to make his Congo schemes 
pay, and he subjécted himself to endless 
humiliations at the hands of financiers of 
every degree, from the Rothschilds down 
to the terribly vulgar hitrate king. Col- 
onel North, in his endeavors to obtain 
financial assistance. It is not, therefore, like- 
ly that he would eare to do anything which 


| involved the surrender ot an enterprise which 


has only just commenced (by questionable 
means, it is true,) to yield him any return, 
while it is improbable that he will care to 
give to the Belgian nation a now well pay- 
ing colony which it rejected without any 
exaggerated degree of courtesy at a time 
when its acceptance would haye entailed the 
outlay of some money. 

That is why it is improbable that King 
Leopold will actually abdicate the throne of 
Belgium to his nephew next month, although 
it is quite possible that he may delegate to 
him temporarily many of his powers and 
prerogatives as a sovereign, so as to leave 
himself a freer hand to go about yachting 
and traveling without having the -entire 
Belgian press howling for his presence and 
protesting against his frequent absences 
whenever any political crisis takes places. 


According to Colonel Cariolato, one of the 
officers in close and constant attendance 
on the late King Humbert, the latter was 
accustomed to hold back $80,000 each month 
on the payments made by the national treas- 
ury to the credit of his civil list. This 
$30,000 a month, that is to say $360,000 a 
year, he declined to turn over to the Con- 
troller of the royal household or to account 
for in any way. It was devoted exclu- 
sively and wholly to secret charity, to fur- 
nishing assistance where it was needed, and 
often where the people helped would have 
been mortified to have had it known that 
they had been objects of charity. 

There was no one who spent a larger 
amount of money in acts of kindness and 
of charity than Italy's deadruler. Humbert 
in this particular was the most generous 
monarch of his day, and it must thoroughly
